A and J, J and D, D and E, and D and G are each independently linked by a single or 
double bond as valency permits; 

w, X, y and z are each independently 0, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 or 6, but the sum of x, y and z is 0-6; 

Ri, R2, R3 and R4 are each independently hydrogen, halogen, -CN, -ORc, -SRc, -NRcRd, 
-(C=0)Rc or an aliphatic, alicyclic, heteroaliphatic, heteroalicyclic, aryl or heteroaryl moiety, 
wherein each occurrence of Rc and Rd is independently hydrogen, a protecting group, or an 
aliphatic, alicyclic, heteroaliphatic, heteroalicyclic, aryl or heteroaryl moiety, or Rc and Rd, 
taken together, form a heteroalicyclic or heteroaryl moiety; or wherein any two adjacent groups 
Ri, R2, R3 and R4, taken together, form an alicycUc or heteroalicyclic moiety, or an aryl or 
heteroaryl moiety; 

R5 and R^ are each independently an aliphatic, alicyclic, heteroaliphatic, heteroalicyclic, 
aryl or heteroaryl moiety; and 

Q is an 0-containing heteroaliphatic or heteroalicyclic moiety. 
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
